T0 GHARITABLE WORK 


Not Revealed by 
Document. 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., Jan. 27.— 
()—The will of Edward W. Bok, edi- 
tor, writer and philanthropist, who 


died recentiy in Florida, bequeaths 
$2,000,000 of the estate to the Amer- 
ican Foundation, Inc., created by Mr. 
Bok five years ago to take care of 
certain of his philanthropic enter- 
prises. 

The will, probated here today, does 
not given an estimate of the value of 
the estate. It divides the estate into 
five parcels. One parcel embraces 
real estate in Merion, Pa.; Mountain 
Lake, Fla.; Camden, Maine, and Bell- 
port, L. I. The Long Island property 
is bequeathed to Mr. Bok’'s two sons, 
William Curtis Bok and Cary Wil- 
liam Bok. ‘The remainder is left to 
the widow, Mrs. Mary Louis Curtis 
Bok, daughter of Cyrus H. K. Curtis, 
Philadelphia publisher. 


Mrs. Bok is to hold her share of the 
property for life or until she re- 
marries, at which time it would revert 
to the sons. 

The second parcel includes all 
stocks exclusive of certain securities 
held by the Girard Trust Company, 
Philadelphia, as agents. One-third of 
these stocks are bequeathed to the 
widow outright and to go to her sons 
after her death or remarriage. The 
other two-thirds is to be held by the 
éxecutors, the income to go to Mrs. 
Bok until each son reaches 35 years 
of age, when each is to receive an 
equal share- William Curtis Bok is 
32 years old and his brother, Vary 
William Bok, is 25. 

The third parcel includes all stocks 
and other securities held by the Girard 
Trust Company, as agent. From this 
all inheritance taxes and expenses for 
administering the estate are to be 
paid. The $2,000,000 bequest to the 
American Foundation, Ine., is also 
to be made from this parcel, and from 
it also William Curtis Bok is directed 
to make private bequests about which 
only the father and son were ac- 
quainted. 

The fourth parcel includes all of 
Mr. Bok’s personal effects, including 
jewelry, silver plate, automobiles and 
household goods. These are all he- 
queathed to the widow. The fifth 
parcel consists of royalties from the 
books which Mr. Bok wrote or edited. 
The income from this sources is to 
go to the sons equally and outright. 

The American Foundation, Inc.. 
was chartered under the laws of 
Delaware and, according to William 
Curtis Bok, is devoted exclusively to 
charitable purposes. These, he said. 
included the American peace award, 
with headquarters in New York and 
in charge of Estmer Everitt Lake; 
the citizens award of Philadelphia, 
which recognizes heroism among po- 
licemen and firemen in the course of 


their public ‘duties; the administra- 
tion of the Philadelphia award, which 
annually gives $10,000 to a Phila- 
delphian who has performed an out- 
standing act during the year for the 
benefit of the city or its vicinity, 
Mr. Bok’s bird sanctuary in Florida, 
and certain charities in which Mr.

Order Delays 
Sentence of Reese 


An orden further staying the execu- 
tion of the four-year sentence imposed 
on J. T. Reese, convicted on charges 
of violating the Harrison narcotic act, 
was signed by Judge Samuel H. Sibley 
here Monday in order to allow the 
defendant additional ‘time in which to 
file a motion for a new trial. 

Reese. a former railroad conductor, 
after three juries had failed to reach 
a verdict in his case, recently was 
found guilty in local federal court of 
complicity in a transaction involving 
the sale of approximately $3,500 
worth of morphine.

“The 
lood of your child will not permit the 
shedding of more innocent blood,” 
said the prefect. Daudet wept. Ev- 
erybody felt moved. Daudet asked for 
the honors of war for his royalist 
friends.

Mar- 
shals have direct custody of seized 
liquor, he remarked. Wets in such 
positions would have a “demoralizing 
effect on the whole machinery of jus- 
tice.” he said. 

“We do not want fanatics or zealots 
engaged in prosecuting these cases, 
but as a mere administration matter 
it is quite obvious to me that effi- 
cient, thorough and diligent work can- 
not be expected of those who patron- 
ize illicit traffic in liquors and have 
definite and decided opposition to the 
whole principle of prohibition and 
make it known.”

In the Nation’s Business for Jan- 
uary, F. J. Griffiths, chairman of the 
Central Alloy Steel Corporation, bea: 
of the research division of the Ke- 
public Steel Corporation, says: 

“Fifty per cent of, the steel used 
in automobiles is alloy and the aver- 
age weight per car has been reduced 
to less than 30 per cent of what it 
was.” 

The use of steel has expanded rap- 
idly since the development of steel a!- 
loy, for it had increased flexibility 
and endurance. It has solved thie 
problem of rust through “stainless 
steel.” The use of rust-resisting al- 
loy, for it has increased flexibility 
weight of each car by one ton. A 
new alloy process known as “nitrid- 
ing” has produced the hardest known 
metal surface. ~ 

“It has been found that every time 
the price of a special steel is reduced! 
one cent a pound, the market for it 
is widened by 10 per cent,” says this 
international authority on alloy stee!. 

The steel industry, already huge, is 
only in its infancy. 


An industry thdt has a monopoly 
upon one form of service or another 
is apt to become stale. A new iu- 
vention often wakes it up and forves 
it to extend its research and to spee:! 
up its lagging interest. Fine tonic for 
most monopolies. 

Not long ago a leading member of 
the artificial ice industry, in speak- 
ing of the effect that mechanical re- 
frigerators have had upon the indus- 
try, said that it had awakened the i::- 
dustry as to its possibilities and 
caused a general clean up in the nat- 
ural ice industry by cutting out waste, 
and rendering better service. Both 
groups prospered ! 

The gas industry suffered a severe 
blow when electricity became genera] 
for lighting purposes. Up to then, 
lighting had been almost its sole 
“means of support,” but the cutting 
off of this market made the industry 
realize that it would have-to find oth- 
er markets or quit the field. So it 
turned to the field of cooking. 

Realizing the advantages gas had 
over other forms of heating energy, 
the industry pushed its sale for use 
in house-heating and in _ industrial 
processes. The extent to which it has 
been successful may he readily seen 
from its scales for 1929, which were 
greater by 8.1 per cent than they 
were in 1928. While the domestic 
sales, chiefly cooking, increased by 
only 4.4 per cent, sales for house 
heating purposes increased 51.7 per 
cent and for industrial purposes 11.8 
per cent. 

Although an industry may suffer se- 
verely from a substitute entering into 
its field, if it is successful in clear- 
ing out the deadwood, reducing waste 
and increasing research, the new com- 
petition often proves to be a blessing 
in disguise.

AUSTIN, Texas, Jan. 27.—(?)— 
Witnesses for the prosecution testi- 
fied today that they saw John W. 
Brady, 59, former state appellate 
court judge, draw a knife and strike 
Miss Lehlia Highsmith, 28-vear-old 
stenographer, with whose murder he 
is charged.

Tilden Says French Wiz- 
ard Is Ready To Join 
Mates on Courts. 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—(4)—Rene 
Lacoste, the most machine-like of the 
great French tennis stars, is entirely 
cured of the illness that kept him 
out of the Davis cup challenge round 
last year and is planning another in- 
ternational campaign this season, it 


is reported by no less an authority 
than Big Bill Tilden. 


The American champion, now play- 
ing in the tournaments along the Ri- 
viera, writes in the current issue of 
American Lawn Tennis that Lacoste, 
far from retiring from.the game, ex- 
pects to play in the French and Eng- 
lish championships again and to take 
his old place in the tricolor Davis cup 
team. 

WINS HIS BATTLE. 

This is the most reassuring news of 
Lacoste since last summer, when a 
stubborn cold bordering on influenza 
prevented him from playing at Wim- 
bledon and then kept him out of the 
Franco-American battle for the Davis 
cup. Complications followed. La- 
coste spent some time in a sanatorium 
and many felt his court career had 
come to an untimely end. 

Tilden said Alain Gerbault, veteran 
tennis player and ocean navigator, 
and A. Wallis Myers, the English ten- 
nis expert, were the sources of his 
information that Lacoste is now him- 
self again. 

With Lacoste and Cochet once more 
heading the French defense forces, the 
task ahead of the United States and 
other challenging nations becomes in- 
creasingly difficult, Big Bill pointed 
out. 


Incidentally, Tilden announced him- 
self “annoyed” that his name was in- 
cluded.on the list of “Davis cup 
squad” members issued some weeks 
ago and repeated emphatically that 
he will not be available for the United 
States team.
